S.O. 3310 . — Whereas by the notificai ion of the Govr rnmt nt of India in the late Ministry of 
Petroleum and Chemicals and Mines and Metals (Department of Mines and Metals) No. S. O. 343, 
dated the 4th January, 1971 under sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Coal B arlng Areas (Ac- 
quisition and Development) Act, 1957 (20 of 1957), the Central Government gave notice of its 
intention to prospect for coal in 1077-00 acres (approximately) or 436 18 Hectares (approximately) 
of the lands in the locality specified in the Schedule appended to that notification: 

And whereas the Central Government is satisfied that coal is obtainable In part of the sai d 

lands ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 7 of the Coal 
Bearing Areas (Acquisition and Development) Act, 1957 (20 of 1957), the Central Government 
hereby gives notice of its intention to acquire lands measuring 434 00 acres (approximately) or 
175 -59 h ctares (approximately) described in the Schedule appended hereto ; 

Note i. — The plans of the area covered by this notification may be inspected in the Office 
of the Collector, Sldhi (Madhya Pradesh) or in the Office of the Coal Controller, i-Council House 
Street, Calcutta or in the Office of the National Coal Development Corporation Limited (Revenue 
Section), Darbhanga House, Ranchi, Bihar. 

Note 2, — Attention is hereby invited to the provisions in section 8 of the Coal Bearing Areas 
Acquisition and Development) Act, 1957, which provides as follows : — 

"8 (1) Any person interested in any land in respect of which a notification under section 7 
has been issued may, within thirty days of the issue of the notification, object to the acquisition of 
t he whole or any pare of the land or of any rights in or over such land.

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Explanation . — It shah not be an objection within the meaning of this section for any perso 
to say that he himself desires to undertake mining operations in theland for the production of coa' 
and that such operations should not be undertaken by the Central Government or by any other 
person. 

(2) Every objection under sub-section(i) shall be made to the competent authority in writing 
and the competent authority shall give the objector an opportunity of being heard 
either in person or by a leagal practitioner and shall, after hearing all such objections and after 
making such further enquiry, if any, as he thinks necessary, submit the case for the decision of 
the Central Government together with the record of the proceedings held by him and a report 
containing his recommendations on the objections. 

(3) For the purposes of this section, a person shall be deemed to be interested in land who 
would be entitled to claim an Interest in compensation if the land or any rights in or over such 
land were acquired under this Act”. 

Note 3. — The Coal Controller, 1, Council House Street, Calcutta, has bean appointed by 
the Central Government as the competent authority under the Act.
